Madison, Wig., Sept. 8 (AP) —A 
question of honor to the American 
flag appeared today to be the only 
bar to G. A R. participation in a 
reunion with surviving Confederate 
.soldiers at Gettysburg, next year. 
Officers of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, encamped here, objected 
to any unfurling of the Confeder- J 
ace's stars and bars at such a joint 
gathering. 
The Union veterans will decide be­ 
hind closed doors whether to parti­ 
cipate officially in the 75th anniver­ 
sary’ celebration of the battle of 
Gettysburg. 
Paul L. Roy, of Gettysburg, sec­ 
retary of the Pennsylvania State 
commission in charge of the cele­ 
bration. said more than 2,000 of the 
3.500 O. A. R members have ac­ 
cepted invitations to the fete indi­ 
vidually. 
Roy said he had told the United 
Confederate veterans to bring w hat­ 
ever banners they wanted. 
C. H. William Rube, of Pittsburgh, 
G. A. R. commander, said “There is 
only one flag in this Union. 
We 
cannot permit the enemy flag to be 
displayed." 
Col. Richard McWhorter, Coffey­ 
ville, Kansas, candidate to succeed 
Ruhe, declared that “a Joint meet­ 
ing is all right provided th at they 
all march under one flag.” 
G. A. R. participation in the cele­ 
bration has remained an unsettled 
question since 1935. The invitation 
provoked a heated discussion a t the 
encampment that year.

Harrisburg, Sept. 8 (A P)--Sun­ 
tanned. toil-hardened youngsters of 
the CCC in Pennsylvania began 
looking around today for the jobs 
they hope will ease their return to 
civilian life at the end of the month, 
While regional headquarters for 
western Pennsylvania, at Indiana, 
announced a drive to find Jobs for 
2,500 youths who will doff the corps 
uniform September 30 because of 
new service and age regulations, 
corps headquarters in Washington 
announced 20 camps in Pennsyl­ 
vania will be closed October I. 


The discontinuance will not re­ 
sult in dropping of enrollees, how­ 
ever, as they may rejoin and be as­ 
signed to other camps 
Tile aban­ 
donment is part of the general pro­ 
gram under Congress’ new CCC law, 
and, officials added, the projects at 
mast of the camps being dropped 
will have been completed.
